CITY ELECTIONS are coming up next week and, while 
it is a little hard to buckle down to a serious subject 
during carefree Desert Circus week, Villagers in four 
couneilmanic districts must be giving the city election 
some thought. 
First—and of course most important—they must re­ 
member to vote next Tuesday. Whether on the local, 
state or national level, it is- just as important to exercise 
our right of franchise; to pay more attention to the peo­ 
ple we elect to public office. So—above all—don’t fail 
to take the few minutes required to have a hand in se­ 
lecting the person who will represent your district on the 
city council. 
. . 
The job of councilman in Palm Springs is no political 
plum. He or she is a public servant who serves without 
pay. It is strictly a matter of public service—of willing­ 
ness to devote much time and thought to the conduct of 
our city government. It’s a thankless joh but an interest­ 
ing one. 
_ 
, 
The one basic conflict that arises in every growing 
community—and particularly noticeable in Palm Springs 
—is between the old-timers and the newcomers. A prop­ 
er balance of each element is needed on the city council. 
The pioneers have a tendency as a rule to he too conser­ 
vative and a desire to control the city government. Late 
arrivals, on the other hand, are inclined to plunge head­ 
long into reforms and expansion programs that can be 
dangerous. We need an orderly development in a com­ 
munity like this and to arrive at a proper balance we 
should have a representation of both conservatives and 
progressives on the city council. There are, of course, 
other qualifications to be considered but this matter of 
general attitude is fundamental. 
For this reason we favor the election of two new conn- 
cilmen who can be classed as progressives: Ralph Shel-
